TOOK— WHICH?  AND  WHY? 


When  asked  which  is  the  better,  no  satisfactory  reply  can  be  made 
unless  each  variety  is  discussed  individually. 

Some  varieties  will  not  do  well  on  their  own  roots.  Lvons  for  instance 
and  many  others  would  be  lost  to  our  gardens  if  not  budded  on  a stronger 
growing  root  stock. 

On  the  other  hand,  several  good  varieties  will  not  succeed  long  when 
budded  on  a foster  stock.  Sunburst  at  first  was  a failure  on  Manetti  and 
was  about  to  be  discarded  until  it  was  learned  that  it  should  be  grown  on 
its  own  roots.  Marechal  Niel  is  a short  lived  plant  when  budded,  canker- 
ing at  the  bud  junction  with  the  stock,  so  should  be  grown  on  its  own  roots. 

We  aim  to  grow  such  varieties  as  succeed  well  on  their  own  roots,  in 
natures  own  way,  ON  THEIR  CW^N  ROOTS,  budding  such  varieties  as  flour- 
ish best  on  a suitable  stock. 

There  are  several  stocks,  rJanetti.  Multiflora.  Posa  Canina.  Raggid  Rob- 
bin,  etc.  Each  is  best — best  for  the  variety  that  succeeds  best  on  it. 
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The  Different  Sizes 

All  plants  do  not  grow  uniformly, 
some  are  vigorous,  others  short  and 
stalky,  so  that  price  does  not  govern 
size  in  all  cases,  for  instance  a two 
year  old  plant  of  Caroline  Testout,  at 
50  cents  may  be  twice  the  size  of  some 
varieties  listed  at  $1.50. 

FIRST  SIZE.  Plants  will  be  strong 
two  year  old  field-grown  pruned 
back  for  convenience  in  shipping, 

SECOND  SIZE.  Also  strong  thrifty 
field-grown  plants,  larger  and  much 
superior  to  pot-grown  stock  of  high- 
est grade.  In  digging  we  aim  to  pre- 
serve all  the  roots  so  that  our  second 
size  plants  usually  have  better  roots  , 
than  heavier  stock  carelessly  dug. 
We  highly  recommend  them,  they 
are  excellent  value  and  sure  to  please.

Cultural  Directions 

LOCATION.  Roses  should  be  given  the 
best  location  possible.  They  must 
have  sunshine  half  the  day  in  a well 
ventilated  and  well  drained  location 
away  from  trees  and  other  shrubs. 
In  his  book  on  Rose  culture.  Dean 
Hole  says  “No  boughs  may  darken, 
no  drip  may  saturate,  no  roots  may 
rob  the  Rose.” 

SOIL.  Give  them  the  best  you  have, 
work  it  deeply  and  incorporate  ani- 
mal manure  or  commercial  fertilizer 
in  liberal  quantities. 

PLANTING.  Make  a hole  to  fit  the 
roots  and  see  that  they  are  not  twisted,  bent  or  cramped  or  they  will 
not  be  comfortable.  If  not  comfortable  they  will  not  be  happy.  Allow 
the  roots  to  go  straight  down  in  the  most  natural  manner  and  sift  pul- 
verized soil  between  any  that  may  cross  each  other.  The  plant  should  be 
set  just  a little  deeper  than  when  in  the  nursery  row.  Budded  plants 
Should  be  set  with  the  union  two  inches  or  so  below  the  surface.  Firm 
the  soil  well  about  the  roots  in  order  to  get  immediate  contact.  Do  not 
puddle  them  unless  the  soil  is  very  dry. 

MILDEW  AND  APHIDES  are  the  most  common  pests.  A solution  of  soluable 
sulphur  diluted  as  directed  on  the  can,  adding  a lump  of  Lifebuoy  soap 
the  size  of  a walnut,  to  two  gallons  of  water,  will  combat  both  mildew 
and  aphis  once.  Spray  two  or  three  days  in  suCv’ession,  early  in  the 
morning  before  the  sun  is  too  hot  and  spray  the  ground  about  the  base

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of  plants  also.  The  finger  and  thumb  method  of  squashing  aphids  if 
resorted  to  in  time  is  very  effective. 

CL’LTIVATION.  Roses  ap-preciate  much  attention  and  will  not  flourish  if 
neglected.  They  must  have  moisture  but  not  wet  feet.  Frequent  cul- 
tivation is  much  better  than  continual  splashing  with  the  garden  hose. 
“More  hoes  and  less  hose”  is  a good  slogan. 

PRI’NING.  Marcih  is  the  best  time  to  prune.  Long  canes  that  thrash  about 
in  the  W’inds  should  be  shortened  in  the  fall  or  securely  tied.  Remove 
all  but  newest  canes,  shorten  these  to  an  eye  pointing  outwards.  The 
idea  is  to  keep  the  center  of  bush  open  for  free  circulation  of  air,  thus 
diminishing  mildew  troubles.  Removing  side  buds  will  increase  size 
and  quality  of  bloom. 


Iris  Germanica 

(TALL  BEARDED  IRIS) 


There  are  almost  as  many  Iris  “Fans”  or  fanciers  as  there  are  Rose 
enthusiasts.  The  Iris  is  fast  coming  into  its  own  and  increasing  in  populari- 
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ty  as  each  season  brings  into  bloom  the  wonderfully  beautiful  new,  creations 
of  modern  hybridizers. 

Some  folks  call  them  “Flags”,  they  were  once,  now  they  are  Irises  for 
an  Iris  is  a flag  with  a college  education. 

They  do  not  have  to  be  taken  up  and  replanted  every  fall  but  remain 
for  five  or  more  years  where  planted,  increasing  in  size  and  profusion  of 
bloom  each  year  until  they  have  exhausted  the  soil  and  become  overcrowded 
then  they  should  be  divided  and  reset  in  fresh  loam. 

Contrary  to  the  usual  belief,  the  bearded  Iris  requires  a well  drained 
location  and  will  surely  rot  if  given  a soggy  wet  location. 

Planting  should  be  done  in  August  or  any  month  thereafter  until  April 
first,  while  the  soil  is  in  condition.  In  planting  early  we  are  assured  of 
bloom  the  following  season,  planted  late  the  plants  may  flourish  satisfac- 
torily but  little  bloom  can  be  expected  the  first  season. 

Plant  in  well  prepared  soil  in  which  a handful  of  ground  limestone  has 
been  mixed  but  with  no  fresh  manure  near  the  roots.  The  roots  straight 
down  \vith  the  rhizomes  not  more  than  two  inches  below  the  surface,  they 
seem  to  require  a sun  baking  after  flowering. 

While  budding  and  blooming  they  require  plenty  of  moisture  and  shal- 
low cultivation,  after  which  let  them  dry  out. 

List  of  Varieties 

The  figures  before  each  name,  indicate  their  standard  of  perfection  as 
rated  by  a voting  contest  conducted  by  the  National  Iris  Society  recently. 
Some  of  the  ratings  are  not  satisfactory  for  this  Puget  Sound  climate  as 
some  of  those  with  a low  rating  are  much  better  here  than  in  the  East  where 
the  contest  was  conducted  and  would  score  considerably  higher  here. 

We  aim  to  discard  several  varieties  each  season  as  new  and  better  sorts 
are  obtained,  in  order  to  keep  our  list  a “selection’’  rather  than  a ‘collection.”

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Cultural  Directions 

Plant  April  1st  to  June  1st  for  best  re- 
sults, in  trenches  four  to  six  inches  deep 
in  well  prepared  soil,  shallow  if  soil  is  of 
heavy  nature  and  deeper  in  sandy  loam. 

Any  good  commercial  fertilizer  or  ani- 
mal manure  well  incorporated  with  the  soil 
but  not  in  di’.'ect  contact  with  the  bulb, 
will  increase  the  size,  coloring  and  beau- 
ty of  the  flowers. 

Cover  lightly  at  first  and  fill  trench  as 
growth  progresses. 

They  should  not  lack  moisture  and  will 
respond  to  frequent  cultivation. 

Late  in  October  or  when  foliage  shows 
signs  of  ripening,  dig  and  cut  tops  off  close 
to  the  bulb.  Dry  in  the  sun  or  wind  and 
do  not  store  away  until  dry  or  they  will 
mould  and  spoil. 

The  old  exhausted  bulb  with  roots  and 
bulblets  may  be  removed  when  most  con- 
venient, planting  the  bulblets  in  drills 
liek  peas  if  desired  to  increase  stock.  Store 
in  frost  proof  cellar  where  neither  too  dry 
or  too  damp. 


Sizes 

Most  growers  consider  everything  an 
inch  or  over  in  diameter,  a bulb,  or  corm 
that  will  present  a good  satisfactory 
blooming  spike  70  to  90  days  after  plant- 
ing. 

We  are  quoting  two  sizes;  First  size 
will  be  about  1 1-2  inches.  Second  size 
about  one  inch  or  better. 

Some  varieties  do  not  make  large  bulbs 
and  first  size  in  some  varieties  are  no  larg- 
er than  second  or  thirds  in  more  vigorous 
growers.
